She said the dialy sis is 
not p ainful; she may sit up or 
lie down, and enjoy s reading 
during the treatment. 
Only about 500 CCs of blood, 
a small p ortion, is outside 
Juanita’s body at any given 
time. In the event of a rup ture 
of membrane, a hemostat may 
be used to shut off the blood 
flow and isolate the leaking 
coil. Anthony must remain 
nearby at all times since he 
is in charge of all the machin­ 
ery used in the home dialy sis. 
In conjunction with th e 
washing machine dialy sis for 
blood p urification, Juanita is 
restricted to a 40-gram daily 
p rotein diet with no sodium. 
She can eat no nuts—w h i c h 
contain lots of salt—and can 
eat iM) fresh fruits or vegeta­ 
bles because of their p otassi­ 
um content.

priming is readied, and 72 
liters of tap water and dia’y- 
sate mixture are placed into 
the washing machine where a 
4-coil artificial kidney rests. 
Each 14-foot coil of mesh 
contains ten feet of a special 
membrane which is attached 
at one end to an arterial line 
and at tile other with a ven­ 
ous line. Great care is taken 
in preparation of the coils by 
Anthony. After each rn e m- 
brane has been readied, it 
must be tested for air-tight- 
ness with a pressure gauge. 
These are then wrapped in­ 
side the mesh. Altogether, 40- 
feet of membrane are used in­ 
side the four mesh coils. 
The dialysate to be added 
to the tap water bath — which 
is changed every two hours 
during the 8 hour dialysis — 
contains a mixture of dex­ 
trose, C03, chlorides, potas­ 
sium. electric acids, magnes­ 
ium and sodium. 
The special membrane is 
porous enough to let impuri­ 
ties out without letting t h e 
good blood factors dissipate 
from the blood stream. 
When all is in readiness, 
Juanita removes a short elas­ 
tic stocking, and gauze pad­ 
ding covering her shunt, then 
the U-cap is removed, enab­ 
ling her to attach her own leg 
artery and vein lines to the 
arterial and venous lines on 
the artificial kidney. 
Vital daily blood pressure, 
temperature and weight read­ 
ings have already been re­ 
corded by Anthony.

However she is on a 2.400- 
calorie diet which permits her

Th e victims are not all Ara* 
h im, eith er. U Th ant was th e first casualty . 
He went down befwe a sh ot was fired. Wh en 
th e U.N. secretary genera! pulled th e token 
U.N. force out of th e Gaza ^ i p with out con­ 
sulting th e Security Council or General Assem­ 
bly , h is prestige vanish ed. 
liien th e United Nations took a stiff blow to 
th e midsection by getting h ung up on tech nical- 
ities wh en q uick, firm action was called for. 
Wh en th e sh ooting began, th e AraMans lost 
th eir military sh irt. Th eir gigantic error in 
judgment was fatal. 
Th e super-successful th rusts by th e Israelis 
q uickly turned th e war into a fiasco and gave 
sponsoring I^ssia taste of wh at it is like to 
back a Bay of Pigs debacle. 
Russia lost again wh en Israel ignored its 
cease-fire <kadline. 
Weston nations fared no better. 
Th e United States was a double loser. Th e Is­ 
raelis blame th e United States for not acting 
more decisively in early stages of Arab th rea- 
tenings; and, for a lack of a stronger position 
after fitting broke out. 
Th e Arabs are mad at th e United States be­ 
cause th ey are convinced Americans aided th e 
Israeli military push , or at least gave enough 
encouragement so Israel was confident enough 
of potential assistance to move boldly . 


Th e obvious “winner” is Israel. But h ow 
much did Iwael win and wh at was th e cost'’ 
Wh en th e sh ooting is over and boundaries 
drawn, Israel undoubtedly will h ave more 
breath ing room with adjusted borders. Exactly 
h ow much room remains to be seen, .^s one 
Israeli h as said, “We don’t need more desert.” 
Israel is a small country and to stop every ­ 
th ing to figh t a war, even one of sh ort dura­ 
tion, causes a severe economic setback. 
Israel’s goal is to be let alone by Arab coun­ 
tries ami to concentrate on building a nation 
Did th e war accimiplish th is? Th e only way it 
could be accomplish ed satisfactorily is to 
ch ange th e idealogical pitch of th e Arab mind. 
Th e war did not ch ange th e pitch one iota. 
At most Israel bough t some time. Th e Arab 
natimis will be q uiet wh ile licking th eir wounds 
of defeat and h umiliation; but it is inevitable 
th ey will rise again.

I should think that the court would 
cast its decision in constitutional terms ” 


WHEN JUSTICE Arthur J Goldberg, a liberal 
himself, resigned from the nine - man court In 
1985 to become U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations, he left behind a court evenly divided 
4 to 4 between liberals and conservatives. 
The labels liberal and conservative mean the 
positions in which the various justices most con­ 
sistently line up although there is some occas­ 
ional switching around, depending on the indi­ 
vidual case. 
The liberals — now, at the time of Goldberg’s 
departure, and before that — are Chief Justice 
Earl Warren and Justices William J. Bren­ 
nan Jr., Hugo L Rlack and William 0 Douglas. 
The conservatives — now. then, and before— 
are Justices Tom C. Clark. John M Harlan Pot­ 
ter Stewart and Bvron White 
Since the president names the justices. Presi­ 
dent Johnson had the power In 1965. through 
the man he named as Goldberg’s successor, to 
decide the course the court would follow in the 
years ahead 
When he picked his long - time friend and 
adviser. Fortas. there was come wondering about 
which cide he would join, perhaps because of his 
big-business connections as a lawyer. 
Thus Fortas held the balance of power. He 
quickly showed he would take the liberal road 
although, being an individualist like Warren and 
Brennan, his vote was not always predictable 
Most often he has voted with Warren and 
Brennan, two consistently liberal justices but not 
as absolute as Black and Douglas Sometimes 
Douglas dissents from Warren, Brennan, Black 
and Fortas because they are not liberal enough 
for him. 


SOMETIMES RLACK does the same, although, 
startlingly enough, as the year* pass he seems 
to join the conservatives far more often than he 
ever did before. At 81 he is the oldest man on 
the court. 
Fortas. now 56, is 20 years younger than Chief 
Justice Warren and there has been speculation 
—true or not is anvone’s guess — that Johnson 
would make him chief justice if Warren retired 
This seems years away, for Warren Is an un­ 
usually vigorous man. 
It s seldom that Fortas switches over to 
the conservatives against the thinking of t h e 
other liberal justices. 
lr. some of the major decisions this year, when 
Fortas was in a minority dissent, it wasn’t be­ 
cause he joined the conservatives but because 
Plack did, giving them a majority while Fortas 
dissented with the remaining liberals: Warren, 
Erennan. and Douglas 
It has been suggested Fortas has an underly­ 
ing sympathy for big - busine** problems before 
the court But the record shows he has voted 
for and against big business.

U.S. Planes 
Again Strike 
MIG Airfield 
SAIGON (AP) - US. pilots 
during the weekend destroyed 
or damaged IO MIG jets on the 
ground at and near the Kep air 
base northeast of Hanoi, the 
U.S. Air Force reported today. 
The claim brought the num­ 
ber of Red MIGS claimed de­ 
stroyed or damaged in aerial 
dogfights or on the ground to 
about 115, or just about the size 
of the North Vietnamese air 
force in February 1965 when the 
United States began bombing 
North Vietnam. 
U.S. officers say the Soviet 
Union is providing replacement 
planes to maintain Hanoi's air 
force at about IOO combat jets 
North Vietnamese ground fire 
brought down four U.S. planes 
over the weekend, raising the 
number of U.S. combat planes 
reported lost In the air war in 
North Vietnam to 581.

The Communist jet intercep­ 
tors were parked in protective 
revetments close to the antiair­ 
craft sites and two miles north 
of the Kep jet air base. Then the 
air field was hit Sunday by U S 
Navy planes and pilots claimed 
two MIGS destroyed on the 
ground and two damaged or 
destroyed. 
The raid Sunday was the 
eighth on the Kep base, which 
U.S. planes first attacked April 
24. 
Since the raids on Kep began, 
the Communists have dispersed 
the MIGS in extensive revet­ 
ments away from the field. 
One lone flight of MIGlls 
made a firing pass at the raid­ 
ers Sunday but then fled. Mili­ 
tary spokesmen say U.S. pilots 
have downed 77 MIGS in aerial 
dogfights and scored nine more 
probables. There is no official 
tabulation of MIGS destroyed on

The No. 2 Ferrari, driven b y 
Lu dovico Scarifiotti of Italy and 
Britain’s Mike Parkes, was 32.5 
miles b ehind the winning Ford. 
“Ferrari thou ght we were go­ 
ing to b reak. Bu t we never had 
any inrob lems,’’ said Foy t, win­ 
ner of last month’s Indianapolis 
500. 
The Fords were never ou t of 
the lead, and were ru nning 1-2-3 
Su nday morning when three of 
them were involved in an acci­ 
dent. The mishap pu t Mario An­ 


dretti of Nasaretii, Pa., Roger 
McCloskey 
TiKSon, Ariz., and 
France’s Joe ScMraier ou t of 
the race. When the Foy t-Gu r- 
ney car crossed the finish line 
it had traveled 3J149 miles at an 
average speed of 135.4 miles per 
hou r for tlw 24 hou rs. 
That su rpassed the record es­ 
tab lished last y ear b y New Zeal­ 
anders Bru ce McLaren ami 
Chris Amon in aYliter Mark II 
Ford. They averaged 125.3 miles 
an hou r covering 3,009 miles 
McLaren and co^rive Mike 
Dtmohu e, in a Mark IV, were 
fou rth this y ear. A Porsche pro­ 
toty pe claimed fifth place. 
Fo^ was the first man ever 
to win b oth Le Mans and Indi­ 
anapolis. This led to compari­ 
sons b etween the two races. 
“I like Indy b etter,” Foy t 
said. Aidced why , he qu if^Md, 
“the money .” 
Tlien he added, “I’ll say one 
thing. I feel real good coming 
over here stealing this race 
from the sports car drivers, like 
they ’ve b een stealing ou rs.” 
He was apparently referring 
to the vk^tories in the Indi­ 
anapolis 500 b y British Grand 
Prix drivers Jim Clark in 1965 
and Graham Hill in 1966. 
The winning Ford was never 
in trou b le.

stamps and received b o n u s 
stamps worth $10,017—a total of 
$29,477 


The March total was $26.71$ 
and the April total $28,578. War­ 
ren said the program has been 
growing steadily since February 
and “is helping a number of 
people to secure more and bet­ 
ter quality food at no e x t r a 
cost to them .” 


“We find there is quite a lot 
of false information circulating 
about the program and believe 
it is preventing people f r o m 
participating,” he added. 


He invites families interested 
to come to the Welfare Depart­ 
ment office for an explanation 
and to find out if they are eligi­ 
ble.

(API — In providing the ma­ 
chinery to halt the Middle East 
war, the United Nations demon­ 
strated once more that despite 
its flaws it can b e useful now 
and then in putting out a fire. 
This was the third time the 
United Nations had a hand in 
aiding a major conflict in the 
Middle East. In 1949 it helped 
work out an armistice when the 
Ivaelis and the Arab s clashed 
over the Palestine partition 
itian. In 1%6, it stepped in to 
help halt the Suez fighting. 
In the two earlier conflicts, as 
in last week’s six-day war, the 
U.N. role was to provide a face- 
saving out to the van()uished 
and to exert pressure on the 
victors b y voting cease-fire de­ 
mands 
But a cease-fire will not work 
unless one or more of the b ellig­ 
erents has had enough of the 
fitting. As long as b oth sides 
sâl hope for victory, their sup­ 
porters in the Security Council 
will oppose a cease-fire or stall. 
That is what happened in last 
week’s council deb ate until the 
Arab s started losing. The Soviet 
Union and other Arab support­ 
ers held out for Israeli with­ 
drawal to positions held June 4, 
the day b efore the fighting b e­ 
gan. This delayed the first 
cease-fire vote for two days. 
It turned out to b e convenient 
also, when Israel and Syria 
clashed, that the United Nations 
had a truce supervision team on 
hand to move in quickly and 
station ob servers on b oth sides 
M the line to help implement the 
cease-fire. 
But long b efore the cease-fires 
finally b rought the fighting to

ANSWER: Joseph Haydn (I) bom in 1732. was one of the 
three composers who did the most to develop the kind of 
classical music we so often hear played by symphony orch­ 
estras These three men brought the symphony, and the 
orchestra, too, into a highly perfected form Haydn had a 
special liking and feeling for instruments, such as violins, 
flutes, oboes, horns. He wrote beautiful quartets for four- 
stringed instruments, and sonatas, pieces which featured 
one instrument, such as piano or violin. He also developed 
the symphony, in which the full orchestra is displayed in its 
wonderful variety of lone. Hard-working Haydn became uni­ 
versally famous and beloved in his later years; it was then 
that musicians began calling him Papa Haydn, becasse of 
their reverence for his genius and kindness Mozart (J) car­ 
ried forward Haydn's ideas, adding a special beauty of his 
own Beethoven (3) took the classical forms of Haydn and 
Mozart and elevated them to express the greatest possible 
emotion. He also originated new forms, which gave greater 
freedom to music.
